LONDON (AP* — Britain scrap­ 
ped a big part of its rocket de­ 
fense program Wednesday. The 
government staked the future nu­ 
clear striking power of these is­ 
lands on a U S pledge to sell it 
American rockets Emphasis was 
shifted from fixed to mobile bases. 
Defense Minister Harold Watkin- 
son announced abandonment of a 
I 1? billion dollar project to build 
the Blue Streak • a 2.500 - mile 
range rocket with a Rolls Roy ce 
liquid fuel engine which already 
has cost 182 million dollars. Also 
abandoned were plans for a net­ 
work of launching sites. 
These had been designed as the 
chief machinery of an all British 
nuclear deterrent to come into 
full effectiveness in the late 1960s 
\ ulnerahility, Coat Factors 
"Vulnerability of m is s ile s 
launched from static sites and the 
practicability of launching mis­ 
siles of considerable range from 
mobile platforms have now been 
established.'’ Watkinson told the 
House of Commons in explaining 
the su itch. 
Another reason was the cost. 
which he (ailed prohibitive. 
The minister named the Amer­ 
ican Skvbolt-a U. S. Air Force 
nuclear rocket that officials hope 
will be available for full - scale 
testing in 18 months—as one weap­ 
on that might prolong the ejec­

WASHINGTON CAP'-A navi­ 
gational satellite designed to help 
submarines, ships and planes al­ 
ways know precisely where they 
are in any weather was sent or­ 
biting around the earth 4no miles 
high Wednesday 
The experimental satellite is in­ 
tended as the forerunner of a sys­ 
tem of four glohe-trotting spheres 
which will radio down a constant 
stream of information to he trans­ 
lated into the latitude and longi­ 
tude positions needed by naviga­ 
tors. 
The satellite—named Transit IB 
—was launched by the Air Force 
for the Navy atop a two-stage 
rocket system at 7 OCT a rn. from 
Cape Canaveral, Fla Almost im 
mediately success began to show 
when 
tracking stations 
in 
the 
I niter! State>. Newfoundland and 
England started picking up radio 
signals while the rocket was still 
climbing skyward 
That the satellite was in orbit 
was confirmed about 
I 1* hours 
later. As it soared in from the 
west the sphere was picked up by 
tracking stations in New Mexico, 
Texas and elsewhere after its first 
trip around the earth. 


E llip tica l Orbit 
Several hours later, however. 
the Navy said the satellite went 
into an elliptical orbit instead of 
the planned circular one about 4(to 
to SOO miles high. It said the sat­ 
ellite was orbiting as high as 479 
miles and approaching 233 miles 
from the earth

WASHINGTON (U PP - Gov­ 
ernment tax collectors yielded to

filing federal income tax returns 
from Friday midnight until mid­ 
night Monday, April 18 
The Internal Revenue Service 
granted 
the 
three • day 
grace 
period because the original April 
15 deadline falls this year on 
Good Friday, a legal holiday in 
13 states and three I . S. posses­ 
sions 
Under the law. taxpayers in 
these lfi areas automatically had 
until Monday, the next working 
day, to file their returns on 1959 
income 
In announcing the deadline ex­ 
tension. the tax collecting agency 
said “ It was felt that similar 
treatment should he accorded all 
taxpayers." 
The agency’* decision meant 
that returns need not be post­ 
marked until midnight, next Mon­ 
day. to be considered on time 
A 5 
per cent penalty on any 
taxes owed could be imposed on 
taxpayers filing after that hour 
An estimated bo million Ameri­ 
cans must file income tax returns 
this year 
Many millions tradi­ 
tionally wait until the last day to 
slip their returns into the mails. 
Officials said this last - minute 
rush is especially true of taxpay­ 
ers who owe additional taxes and 
mu*t 
include the 
money 
with 
their returns Persons entitled to 


tax refunds generally file well in 
advance of the deadline 
The three-day extension 
was 
approved by the Treasury I>e- 
partment upon the recommenda­ 
tion of Tax Commissioner Dana 
l^atham.

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BALTIMORE <AP -The Amer­ 
icans had the Russians to thank 
for helping >ct in motion the latest 
satellite which is an all-weather 
navigation tracking system 
Two Johns Hopkins University 
scientists, intrigued by the beeps 
M?nt out by Rursia’s Sputnik I in 
October 1957. started the research 
that led tc Wednesday’s launching 
of Transit IB at Cape Canaveral.

Richard Kershner. super­ 
visor of project Transit at the 
Johns Hopkins lab, explained how 
tt works. 
* Guier and Weitfenbach were as 


surprised a.> everyone else when 
the Russians orbited Sputnik I 
With a radio receiver from the 
lab and a tape recorder brought 
from home they set up a track­ 
ing station the evening after Sput­ 
nik was announced 
The beeps came in loud and 
clear but the scientists noted one 
interesting phenomenon The fie- 
quency of Sputnik’s signal changed 
slightly as it passed overhead. 
The pitch, or frequency, ^shifted 
from high to low as the sphere 
passed by Guier and Weiffenbach 
recognized this as what is called 
the Doppler shift 
You can compare it to the way 
a train whistle screeches higher, 
then lower as the engine whizzes 
past 
Exactly the same thing happens

Cultural exchange programs between the 
United States and the Soviet Union will be 
dwarfed this year by a less formal but vastly 
comprehensive mode of contact between peoples. 
The exchange begins this spring when the van* 
guard of an estimated 15.000 American tourists 
five times as many as three years ago — 
descend on Russia. Maybe the Russians aren't

Intourist, the Russian travel agency, is offer­ 
ing

a guide — even camping accommodations for 
those who wish to enter the country by auto­ 
mobile. The tourist can spend five days in Mos­ 
cow for $70 (including meals and sightseeing). 
He will be welcome in about 30 other Russian 
cities and can take Black Sea “rests” at Sochi 
and Yalta for $7 to $17.50 a day. 
Unfortunately, the tourist exchange is most­ 
ly one-sided. The Soviet government does noth­ 
ing to encourage travel abroad by ordinary 
Soviet citizens. American travel representatives 
in Russia aren't permitted to advertise tours. 
Fewer than 
1 000 officially-approved Russian 
tourists are expected to visit the United States 
this year. 
Four professional youth workers who will 
arrive in New York City Friday for a 30-day 
visit are the latest arrivals in the parade of

are afraid to speak out in the national interest for 
fear of alienating a minority group. 
This can only 
m ean a paralyses of leadership, at a tim e when strong 
leadership is needed and all religious groups should 
be cooperating for constructive purposes, in the nation­ 
al interest not that of special groups.” 


It is not that w e suffer a dearth of Issu es; ire 
suffer a lack of leadership. 
lea d ersh ip must be 
moral in the sense that it leads to an ideal, to som e 
enormously significant outpouring of the human 
spirit. 
Thus far, there has been no evidence of 
such a m ass emotional res|mnse to any political 
leader since Franklin D. R oosevelt’s first term, 
whleh ended in the bankruptly of the Court P ack­ 
ing Plan in his second term.

Jam es Burnham intuitively captured the true 
nature of the m anagerial revolution in the course1 of 
which the capitalist gave y a y before the technician 
Unfortunately for the United States, the capitalist 
had nowhere to go. 
In Britain, he achieved status, 
was given a title and served the nation. In the United 
States, during war. ho might be a doliar-a-year man 
or be sent on some mission 
But in peace-time, hts 
trained skills and services are generally last. He fits 
on directorates w here he is enslaved to the managerial 
technician. 
What has all this to do with Wisconsin’ The two 
significant personalities in the Wisconsin contest were 
young: Kennedy is 42: Humphrey is 48.

Demonologists And The.Khrushchev Enigma

WASHINGTON 
The Western Foreign Ministers 
have now assembled in Washing­ 
ton to prepare for the sum mit 
meeting in May. Time is getting 
short. They must agree on the 
sum mit positions to be taken Ivy 
the Western Allies, either here, 
or at the later NATO meeting 
in Istanbul, or at their final ral­ 
ly in Paris just before the su m ­ 
mit conference itself. 
By now these Western meetings 
that fumble toward unity, and 
the long-endured lack of Western 
unity which they reveal, are both 
alm ost tiresomely familiar. But 
the Western meeting has a new 
feature. It is obsessed, it is all 
but dominated by the enigma of 
Nikita S. Khrushchev. 
The signs of this mounting ob- 
sfssion are plain to be seen. The 
American Ambassador to Mos­ 
cow. Llewellyn Thompson. Jean 
I.alois of the French Foreign Of­ 
fice, and all the other Western 
experts on Soviet affairs have 
gathered here tor demonnlogical 
debates that will g re y ly influence 
the Foreign Ministers. After the 
present meeting, too, the senior 
American demonologist. Charles 
E. Bohlen. will pass ten days in 
Moscow in search of new clues 
and fresh impressions. 
All this is because Soviet be-* 
havior. so predictable in the sim ­ 
ple. rigid years of Jasef Stalin, 
has come to seem 
more 
and 
more enigmatic. On the eve of 
the sum mit, when there is such 
need for clear understanding of 
Khrushchev’s aims. the demon­ 
ologists are only sure that “ the 
puzzle has a missing piece som e­ 
w here”—as one of them put it. 
As new evidence accumulates. 
it merely complicates the puzzle's 
pattern, instead of clarifying it. 
Much was hoped, for instance, 
from Khrushchev’s long and inti­ 
m ate talks with Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle. Here, it was said, was the 
prelim inary contact that would 
tell the West what Khrushchev 
would do at the Summit. 
The de Gaulle-Khrushchev talks 
took place in total isolation. Gen. 


de Gaulle even chose to use an 
in terp o ser from his own staff, 
instead "of a foreign service offi­ 
cer. Thus is is not quite certain 
that even the atmosphere of these 
encounters 
is 
fully 
understood 
here. But if the atm osphere and 
course of the talks have been

A merican government, they were 
encouraging Or at any rate, they 
were encouraging as far as they 
went.
